nr*HE most interesting spot about a m an is the place where he works— 
* 
his workshop. 
I went into a tailor’s place the other day to have a suit made. The 
front rooms of such places, are very neat and orderly—alm ost Uke a draw ­ 
ing room in a home. 
Some are more elaborate th an others—but their 
workshops are all about the sam e—and, of course, far more interesting. 
There you will see tables everywhere w ith men on them with feet crossed— 
sewing, sewing, sewing. Cloth being cut. Hot irons. Bowled heads, with 
eyes intent upon their work. 
To me, one of the most fascinating of all workshops—if it may be so­ 
called—is th a t of the city room in a newspaper plant. 
T he news of the 
world flowing in from all sources. Typewriters clicking. Telephones ring­ 
ing. Copy literally jum ping in all directions—yet w ith a sm oothness th a t 
is amazing. 
The city desk with its readers and headline writers. 
Tele­ 
graph sheets, tom from m achines, pieced into thrilling stories and put to 
the linotype. Activity everywhere. 
I love the worshop of a painting, cartoonist, or sculptor. I still carry 
about with me the thrill of my first visit to the work studio of George 
Grey Barnard. 
One great room of deathless beauty in all directions. 
Huge casts, small models in clay and plaster, and some new work of the 
a rtist’s soul in transition. And here and there a glorious finished marble, 
giving substance to im m ortality. 
The old harness worshop and the carpenter’s bench stirred my youth­ 
ful spirits. 
I can still smell the leather th a t gave me a thrill, and carry 
about with me the memory of th a t big piece of wax and the three-cor­ 
nered needle that gave me so much joy as the “boss” allowed me to play 
at his bench. And to th is day the plate and the ham m er, the saw and the 
square, are companions of the happy days th a t youth gave. 
Now my own workshop is one of books, beloved prints, catalogs, an 
unpretentious worn chair, set low before the little stand where a small blue 
typew riter and these fingers spend hours and hours m ost of the evenings 
of this life. 
W here we work doesn't m atter so much so long as we create atm osphere, 
and put sincerity and sp in t into w hat we do, and try to m ake th at doing 
som ething useful. 
The workshop of Fabre, the great French naturalist, was a little acre­ 
age of land, with rocks, and thousands of bugs and insects all about, 
whose intim ate life he knew better than most of us know ourselves or 
others.

Flood Area Needs 
Told to Roosevelt 


Houses, Credit Facilities and G reat­ 
er Health Protection Are 
Required. 


Washington. Feb. 9 (AP).—Presi- j 
dent Roosevelt flood rehabilitation 
commission reported to him Monday 
the need for houses for victims 
whose homes were destroyed, addi­ 
tional credit facilities and increased 
health protection. 
Harry L. Hop­ 
kins, chairman of the commission, 
said the group told the President: 
“In general the emergency prob­ 
lem has been extremely well han­ 
dled, the people are being fed, 
clothed, housed and given medical | 
care, and that prevention measures 
have resulted in a very low mortal­ 
ity rate.” 
He added the health situation was 
"in very good shape" and that an 
estimated 500,000 persons were in 
refugee camps, “but getting out rap­ 
idly.” 
Such an exodus, he said, was im­ 
portant to prevent disease.

housing 
needs, 
Mr. 
Hopkins said were greatest in small 
towns 
like 
Dayton, 
Kentucky; 
Moundsville, Illinois, and New Rich­ 
mond, Indiana. 
The intermediate credit agency he 
suggested would take care of pei-sons 
who could not obtain bank loans. It 
would make "character" loans. 
Mr. Hopkins declined to estimate 
the cost of relief to the federal gov­ 
ernment, but said probably 100.000 
had been added to WPA rolls at pre­ 
vailing wages in the localities.
